Wwareven disidvantages the French may 
labour under in. the task of developing the 
resources of Tonkin and making the revenue, 
‘balance the expenditure, they have at least 
one element in their: favour which is want-

* ‘They have an ample supply ‘of good native 
labour.’ In Byrmab the population is scanty 
aud the lnbour neither particularly good 
nor cheap. In the Malay. Peninaula the na- 
tives are agersé to Inbour of all kinds; they 
only care for the presént, and will mortgage 
“the fature-to obtain any. luxuries they may 
desire... The imported Jabour, Chinese and 
Thdian, is of courserelatively expensive, and 
the former are ‘by no ‘means tractable, BS 
British North Borneo—t fine, territory with 
. good eoil arid fatt climate—thellifficulties are 
en greater. ‘The zative population is scanty 


for their own wants. 
therefore, when first. employed “by Buro: 


is-e-great—difference,a-differencethat-in-th 

end often works,againet them by rendering 
thom ‘wholly intolerable and “compelling em. 
ployers to seek labour from other sources, 
This consideration ia, however, a byo one 
after all; the gréat fact to be borne in mind 
ia that in Tonkin, with a climate practically 
tho same as that of Kwangtung, with a adil 
equal if not superior, with mineral resources 
probably much greater, there ia a population’ 
numerous, industrious, orderly, and thrifty, 
able and willing to work for still smallex re- 
muneration than the Chinese, and. therefore 
abloto produce at’ a-lower rate, The cash 
currency of Tonkin is a, kind’ of zine coin, 
about three thousand, of whieh go to the 
dollar, and this circumstance sorves to. show 
with tolerable accuracy the purchasing power 
ofthe dollar in Tonkin. In face of these 
foots, and the additional one that the French 
go to:some pains to teach the natives all that 
Chinese were wont to do for them, it is 
not surprising that the Chinese popitlation 


‘in Tonkin is steadily declining, and their 


ples being filled by the natives. At pre- 
sent some little distrust of the steadiness of 
the lattor is atill felt, because. under ‘the. 
rulo of’ the. mandarina they ware, never 


allowed to possess any money and, therefore, 


having no Ancentiva to amass wealth, they 
did not care to produce more than sufficed 
Tt.was nob wonderfuk, 


peins, that the Tonkinese on receiving a 
mgith’s pay thought only. of going.off for a 
spell of idleness and enjoyment while this 
unwonted wealth lasted. -- Even: now,’ it is 
said, the mandarins endeavour t6 oxtort 
from the “working class .any superfluous 
dollars they may have earned, and so long 
as this is possible. improvidence is sure to 
prevail, with attendant fits’ of indolence. 
Tho Fronch have not yet actually annored 
Tonkin and still keep up the farce of a Pro. 
testornte, but they have practically. taken 
tho administration into :their hands, and 
Tonkin. is virtually 9 Franch colony. Ag 
the people gradually discover.that they have 
rights which .the native, -mandaring are 
bound to ‘respect they: will become, .more 
industrious, as the “incentive to. steady 
labour’ will be more apparent. When that 
time comes, and given with it the return of 
common: sense to the ‘Legislature in Paris, 
causing ‘the, repeal. of the protective system 
which is so hampering the progress of 
French Indo-China, Tonkin will. rapidly 
become a most important producing coun- 
try. At present only sufficient is grown to 
meet home wants, but wit a demand there 
yould, speedily be a large surplue for export, 
and the foreign tiade -of Tonkin would at- 
tain great importance, . ;
